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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Daly et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,766,405) in view of French et al. (U.S. Patent 6,382,532). 

Daly et al. teach a fuel injector (10) comprising one of a piezoelectric actuator 

and a magnetostrictive actuator (see Fig. 3), a valve needle (24), a valve seat surface 

(14) and a valve closing body that can be activated by one of the piezoelectric actuator 

and the magnetostrictive actuator (80, 62) via the needle valve and that interacts with 

the valve seat surface to produce a sealing seat. The apparatus includes at least one 

elastic damping element (such as rubber or the like) (42). The fuel injector comprises at 

least one damping element having a mechanical spring (28) exhibiting a damping 

behavior that is superimposed on a damping behavior of the plastic (see Fig. 1 ). Daly et 

al. have the features of the invention but Daly et al. do not specifically mention the 

damping element exhibits an almost static behavior at a high deformation rate and is 

one of elastically deformable and plastically deformable at a low deformation rate. 

French et al. teach the damping material is a viscoelastic material (abstract); therefore, 

it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skills in the art at the time the 

invention was made to modify the teachings of Daly et al. and combine with French et 
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al. to have at least one damping element exhibits an almost static behavior at a high 
deformation rate and is one of elastically deformable and plastically deformable at a low 
deformation rate i.e. viscoelastic material to compensate for the thermal expansion. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments
